ROYAL FRINGES 


IN UNION ARMY 


Count of Paris and Relatives 


Served Under McClcilan. 
I 


N the Union Army of the Poto- 


mac, 
serving -under General Mc- 


Clelhin, were three men, each 
having a claim on the throne of 


France. They were the Coimt of Par- 
is, pretender to the throne; his broth- 
er, the Duke of Cbartres, aud the 
Prince de Joiuville, who was uncle to 
the two others. They weie members of 
the royal house of Frauce, removed 
from the sovereignty by the revolution 
of 1S4S. The representative one of the 
three princes was the Count of Paris, 
for he would have been kins of France 
if the royalists had been able to es- 
tablish him there. 


Although the Count of Tails was on 


headquarters duty—he served as a cap- 
tain and aid-de-camp under the title 
of Louis Philippe d'Orleans—he was 
by no means a carpet loiight, but one 
of the rough and ready soldiers who 
braved danger and hardships with his 
American comrades like a yeoman, 
prince though he was and king that 
might be. The fact that he was a 
student and observer as well as a dar- 
ing man of arms no doubt gave a so- 
ber hue to the personal recollections 
of the war which he published in Eu- 
rope and* America, yet his observations 
are so frank and earnest that, coming 
from a foreigner of rank so exalted, 
they have all the interest of the most 
stirring narratives. 


The count reached "Washington short- 


ly after the battle of Bull Run, when 
Scott was general in chief, and was 
assigned to duty on the staff of Mc- 
Clellan, who had just arrived on the 
Potomac to command the forces in 
front of the capital. In those days the 
army was being created from the mob 
of volunteers, and there were many 
sights strange to the eyes of observant 
foreigners.

COTJNTRY CHURCH WEEK. 
Country church week .will be ob- 


served at Ohio State university dur- 
ing the week of Aug: 10 to 14.

THE ELEMENTS. 


Orchard heaters, to protect the or- 


chard and garden from the ravages 
of spring frosts, are practical. Last 
year an enormous loss was suffered 
•by Ohio farmers from the inroads of 
late spring frosts. In some sections, 
however, this loss was prevented by 
the use of orchard heaters. 
One of 


the best examples of this was found 
in Delaware county, where it is es^ 
timated that $40,000 was saved by a 
few growers in a certain section where 
the fruit trees were .protected. These 
men got together, used orchard heat- 
ers and co-operated with the weather 
bureau in such a way that special 
warnings were sent them during the 
dangerous frost season. The 'saving 
was estimated from the fact that the 
growers in the same neighborhood 
who did not use 'heaters lost the 
larger part of their crop. Orchard 
heating is simply raising the temper- 
ature of the air in -the orchard by 
burning some easily combustible ma- 
terial. Oil heaters are mostly used in 
Ohio. These heaters do.hot cost a 
great deal and can be used for several 
seasons. If alarm thermometers are 
used it will be necessary to, light the 
heaters only for a short time each 
night and this practice for a few 
nights may be the means of saving 
an entire crop of fruit. Other types 
of heaters, such as coal or 
wood, 


which may be used, serve the purpose 
just as well. The weather bureau will 
send special warnings to any farmer 
or group, of farmers during the dan- 
gerous frost season. •

guest of honor, for veterans from both 
sides assembled to see and talk to "the 
oldest man at Gettysburg." 


Weiss served through the four years 


of the war in the One Hundred and 
Fourteenth Pennsylvania volunteers, 
enlisting at the age of fifty-eight' His 
mental alertness and his willingness to 
talk of his war experiences astonished 
visitors to Gettysburg in view of his 
very advanced age. An interesting in- 
cident of the encampment was the pho- 
tographing together of Weiss and Colo- 
nel John ~L. Clem, who was the young- 
est veteran at the Gettysburg encamp- 
ment Colonel Clein was only sixty-one 
at the time of the reunion, although 
that occurred fifty years after the bat- 
tle. 


Old7 ilicajah is a native of Delaware 


Water Gap, Pa. All his life, save his 
four years in the Union army, was 
spent in the woods hunting, fishing 
and trapping. He survive'd three wives 
'and at the time of the Gettysburg cele- 
bration was living with his fourth wife, 
who was seventy-eight years old. 


When Weiss and his wife walked up 


to the United States provision hospital 
at Gettysburg orderlies sprang forward. 
They thought he was ill. Weiss waved 
them aside with his cane. "Xot yet," 
he said. "1 only stopped in to see if 
a tired and hungry old man could get 
a bite of sandwich and a bit of coffee 
to stimulate him so he could continue 
on his way feeling stronger." 


He was fixed up in a hurry. The 


surgeons wanted him to come in and 
lie down because he was overheated, 
but he would not hear of it. 


The veterans at Gettysburg seemed 


old, but it is certain that some of them 
will be there twenty-four years hence 
to celebrate the seventy-fifth anniver: 
sary of the battle. Bakeman, the last 
soldier of the Revolution, lived eighty- 
six years after peace was signed, or 
until 1869. 


Time's Changes. 


Why is It that laws which worked 


very well fifty or sixty years ago are 
being discarded? Why is it that laws 
which a quarter century ago would 
have been laughed down are getting 
upon the books of every state in the 
Union? Why is it that there are new 
ideas in teaching, new ideas, about the 
liberty of the individual, new ideas 
about a man's' relationship with his 
neighbor?

Where the Hudson Flows.

sense, the Hudson river flowed througb 
a deep canyon or gorge at New York 
city.
